Sir: 

Pre- appeal review is requested because the construction of the reference posed in the 
office action is unsupportable. 

Referring, for example, to the cover of the cited Lowrey patent application, it is the 
Examiner's position that the memory material 250, situated on top of the two pillar like 
electrodes 130a and 130b, is between those electrodes. Under any reasonable reading of 
"between," the memory element 250 is on top of those electrodes, not between them. 

The point of the present application is to claim a horizontal or lateral memory element in 
which the electrodes are horizontally spaced and the phase change material is in between. The 
cited Lowrey reference is a conventional vertical structure.
